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“LOTUS NOTES 


The weather the past week has 
been partly cloudy days with lots of 
rain. Our coldest day for the week 
was on Monday last with a foggy 
morning and cloudy afternoon, the 


mercury standing at 42 degrees from 
early in the morning until late in 
the evening. Saturday was a nice 
warm spring day, clear all day and, 
the temperature was 72 degrees 
from noon until 4 p. m. Sunday was 
a partly cloudy day, the temperature 
70 degrees. We do not look for 
much rain for the rest of the month. 


We have been asked many times 
as to the death of Adam Lohry who 
was in business in our town some 70 
years ago. Mr. Lohry came from the 
eastern states arriving in Union- 
town, now Lotus. He was not here 
but a short time before be got in 
touch with a Mr. Frank Wilcox who 
was an architect and builder and he 
had Mr. Wilcox build him a large 
one and one-half story brick house, 
also a large brick store which still 
remains in our town and is now 
owned by Harry Reaside and wife. 
The brick for these two buildings 
were made and burnt about a mile 
north of Lotus. In the early seven- 
ties, when the store building was 
finished, Mr. Lohry put in a large 
stock of general merchandise to- 
gether with dry goods, clothing, 
boots and shoes and conducted the 
business until his death. On the 
night of April 12, 1880, nearly 60 
years ago, Mr. Lohry closed up his 
store as usual, went to his house 
and talked to his wife for awhile. 
Getting up he walked out and was 
never seen alive again. The next 
morning a search was made for the 
missing man by the towns people 
when two of the men, James Glover 
and Sam Sims, came upon _ his 
tracks and hand prints on the banks 
of a tail race leading 400 yards dis- 
tance from his home to the South 
Fork of the American River which 
he walked down into the river. A 
Search was made for his body but of 
no avail. Some three or four days 
after a heavy rain came which last- 
ed for about two weeks, causing the 
river to rise at a terrible height and 
his body was carried down the river 
by the high waters some seven miles 
below Lotus near Salmon Falls. 
Some four months after, August 18, 
1880, August Berranger or Mat Ry- 
mer of what is now called Res- 
cue, had occasion to cross the river 
on horse back looking for cattle 
when he came across the body of 
Lohry lodged on a high cliff of 
rocks. Berranger at once notified 
Fred Collins, who at that time was 
the coroner and public administrat- 
or of our county. Collins came over 
from Placerville at once, went down 
to near Salmon Falls and brought 
the body of Lohry to Lotus where an 
inquest was held, the jury rendering 
a@ verdict of suicide. The remains 
were buried in the Lotus ceme- 
tery.

CONTAINS TIPS FOR 
SPRING SPORT 


Spring is just around the corner 
and with it comes the annual urge 
that possesses boys and girls to 
make and fly a kite. Kite flying long 
has been recognized as a healthy 
outdoor sport, one in which even the 
grownups delight. But under our 
modern city living conditions, with 
electric, telephone and trolley wires 
paralleling residential streets, to- 
day kite flying presents elements of 
danger. Children have been hurt and 
crippled and serious property dam- 
age has been occasioned by careless 
kite flying. 

The Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company is cooperating with city 
and school officials in a campaign 
to make kite flying safer.
